Yesterday the judge decided that the bond was 
not binding upon the securities——inasmuch as the 
President and Directors of the Mother Bank at 
Philadelphia had not accepie! and ordered their ac- 
ceptance of it to be filed in their office at Richmond, 
previous to the date of the alleged defalcations. 
The bond being thus in fact no bond at all, the judge 
determined that it could not go to the jury, and of 
course the nominal securities will not be bound to 
make good the acts of the Cashier. We under-
